POST-WAR STATUS TOLD 


Despondency Is Subject of 
Address in Prayer Week 
Service Here 


W omen of Santa Ana who heard 
the Rev. Ralph Atkinson, teacher of 
theology at the Bible Institute in 
Los Angeles, in his address at the 
U nited 
Presbyterian 
church 
last 
night, today had a warm spot in 
their hearts for him. 
In speaking of the stress of the 
present times, a topic that he brought 
up after presentation of 
the 
inci­ 
dents leading to the exhaustion of 
Elijah and his desire to die, he told 
the men that they should stay at 
home this summer and let the women 
take vacations. 
The speaker declared 
that 
the 
women had suffered from the stress 
of the times as much as the men 
and that they needed vacations just 
as urgently as the men. if not more. 
Declaring that idleness is a breed­ 
er of despondency, and in a sense 
comparing the reaction of today fol­ 
lowing the high tension of the Ameri­ 
can people during the 
past 
few 
years with that of Elijah, who be­ 
came despondent, he made a strong 
plea for the acceptance of religious 
faith and urged that all exert every 
effort to keep busy in some line 
of endeavor. 
Attendance Large. 
There was a large attendance, evi­ 
dencing that interest in the week of 
prayer is continuing. 
Tonight the 
Rev. Hugh K. W alker, of Los An­ 
geles, will preach at Spurgeon Me­ 
morial church. 
Despondency was the subject of 
the Reverend Atkinson’s discourse 
last night. 
He said that no man 
e' er had heard more in prayer than 
Elijah, whose great contest on Mt. 
Carmel, where he met the prophets, 
and was of strong heart, he recited. 
Following this. Elijah met one lone 
woman, who threatened to send her 
prophets to him, whereupon he be­ 
came discouraged and wanted to die. 
The Reverend Atkinson spoke cf 
the physical exhaustion 
of Elijah, 
brought on by reaction from his ex­ 
citem ent and efforts in behalr of the 
faith. 
Elijah’s despondency and de­ 
sire to die were the results of his 
exhausted 
condition, 
the 
speaker 
pointed out. 
Danger of Despondency. 
“The people of today,” declared the 
Reverend Atkinson, “are in the midst | 
of a great reaction as the result of 
the 
changing conditions following 
the period of great activity incident 
to the World W ar. 
There is a pos­ 
sibility," he said, “of the people be­ 
coming despondent unless they have 
faith and keep themselves employed. 
The speaker’s reference to vaca­ 
tions for women followed.

were open here following the closing 
of the principal sales early this week, 
when the growers refused to accept 
low prices, efforts were being made 
to close all markets and hold the 
1920 crop until May.
